On Thermometers, 
A solid gold bottle 
stood on the 
chemist’s table. 
“In that bottle,” he said, “my hy­ 
drofluoric acid is kept. 
Hydrofluoric 
acid is used in glass-etching. 
The 
etching of glass thermometers is all 
done with it. It is colorless. It looks 
like wrater. But a drop of it on your 
hand would bore clean through to the 
other side like a bullet. 
Its inhala­ 
tion is sure death. 
“Hydrofluoric acid can be safely 
kept only in gold bottles. Sometimes 
bottles of India rubber or lead or of 
platinum are used. 
N9ne of these, 
though, is as safe as gold. 
Even 
when this acid is in a gold bottle 
precautions must be taken; it is vola­ 
tile and a paraflSn-covered plate must 
be clamped tight over the bottle's 
mouth. Also the temperature of the 
room must not rise over sixty degrees 
or the gold bottle will burst. 
“This acid, whose sole use is in 
glass-etching, Is probably the most 
dangerous thing in the w’orld to work 
W’ith. The steeple jack, the lion tam­ 
er, the diver, even the Japanese and 
Russian soldiers do not take their 
lives in their hands to half the extent 
the glass etcher does when, with his 
gold vial of 
hydrofluoric acid, 
i^e 
etches the scales on our thermome­ 
ters.”—Minneapolis Journal.

Fire Broke Out So That Bodies of 
Dead Could Not Be Rescued and 
Were Reduced to Ashes.

Avon, Conn., Septem ber 
16.—The 
explosion of a fuse, follow’ed by a 
fire in a building of the Climax Fuse 
company here 
yesterday afternoon, 
caused a panic among tw’enty employ­ 
es in the building and resulted in the 
death of seven and injuries that doubt­ 
less will prove fatal to several others. 
There was no way of coping with 
the flames, which soon spread rapidly, 
and in less than an hour after the ex­ 
plosion occurred those who w’ere un­ 
able to escape were in the clutches of 
a fire that eventually burned their 
bodies to ashes.

The 
oldest monument group, til# 
king of Mereskha smiting a captlTa 
sheikh, Is assigned to the first dynasty 
about 4,600 B. C. 
There 
are 
also 
sculptures and inscriptions which aro 
assigned to 2500 B. C. An Interest­ 
ing feature of Sarabit et Khadem Is 
the evidence that it was Semitic and 
not Egyptian worship which was prac­ 
ticed In the whole region. 
Scattered 
pilgrim shelters usually contained a 
bethel stone, some 
of 
which have 
Egyptian Inscriptions. 
Here the pil­ 
grims came for oracular dreams. This 
special feature of Semitic worship 
was quite unknown in Egypt. 
The Temple of Sarabit el Khadem 
was originally the sacred cave of the 
Goddess Hathor. It must have existed 
In the Third Dynasty, nearly 7,000 
years ago. One peculiar un-Bgyptian 
feature of it was two small 
courts,

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STORY OF SNAKES 


How the '‘Charmers” of Burmah 
Handle Reptiles. 


MOST DARING PERFORMANCE 


The Burmese Know Much More About 
Serpents Than Do the Natives 
of the Indies. 


Having 
always 
bad a liking for 
snakes. I went in search of a Bur- 
man snake charmer, by name Moung 
Lo, in the hope that he would be able 
to get me some specimens, says Lon­ 
don Field. 
Almost the only Burmese 
word I knew was “myway,” that is, 
a snake, but, with the aid of my in­ 
terpreter, after a short time the Bur­ 
mese charmer was prevailed upon to 
produce a round basket, having open­ 
ed which a head with hood expanded 
and about one and 
a half feet of 
body sprang up like a Jack in the box 
and remained motionless. 
The charmer w^as standing near the 
basket. 
Suddenly the snake struck 
at him by letting Its body and head 
fall forcibly forward; in this strike 
the body w^as kept perfectly ngid, 
bending only where it touched the rim 
of the basket. 
The charmer did not 
move, knowing that 
was at least 
18 inche^ away from the edge of the 
basket and there was, as I have said, 
only .6 inches of snake above the rim. 
His assistant now engaged the snake’s 
attention in front, while the charmer 
deftly seized the reptile by the neck 
and hauled out and deposited on the 
ground about nine feet of hamadryad, 
or giant cobra (Ophiophagus elaps), 
the most formidable and deadly snake 
in Burma. 
Then the two Biirmans went through 
what the uninitiated would consider 
the most 
daring 
performance ever 
witnessed. 
The hamadryad lay with 
its head raised about two feet, the 
rest of its body at length on the 
ground, hood 
expanded 
and fangs 
ready to strike. One of the Burmans 
squatted down a few feet off. 
The 
snake, with a fierce hiss, glided rapid­ 
ly toward him, head still erect. When 
It got within range it again struck 
at him. 
The Burman swiftly parried 
the blow with his bare arm, letting 
the snake’s body below the hood only 
touch the limb. 
The hood and body 
slid off his arm and fell flat upon the 
ground. 
Before the snake had time 
to raise its head for another strike, 
the Burman had moved off a few feet 
and from there went 
throngi the 
same performance. 
Having intimated that I wished to 
see its fangs, the charmer again seized 
the snake by the neck and opened its 
mouth with a bit of w’ood. 
T could 
only see the fang on one side, the 
other appeared to be broken. 
When 
not ready to strike a loose bit of skin 
envelops these teeth. 
If the snake 
has its fangs out it does not follow 
that it will be rendered innocuous, as 
there are auxiliary fangs behind the 
real ones, and if the big ones are de­ 
stroyed these often come forward and 
take their place. 
However, when I 
proved dissatisfied with this particu­ 
lar hamadryad’s dental arrangement 
the assistant 
was 
dispatched, and 
presently 
returned 
with a similar 
basket, out of w’hich another »'ather 
bigger serpent was produced. 
They 
w'ent through a similar performance 
with this snake, and on inspection 1 
found that both fangs were present. 
The Burmese 
know much more 
about snakes than the natives of In­ 
dia, and seldom, if ever extract the 
fangs of a cobra or hamadryad, which 
Indian charmers almost always do to 
their cobras, with the snakes they 
exhibit. 
After a 
little bargaining, 
during the course 
of 
which I rode 
away and the Burman ran after me 
to accept my offer, the giant cobra 
became my property, and I set off for 
my bungalow^ followed by the Bur­ 
man and the basket. 
Having arriv­ 
ed there I had yet to learn the art of 
feeding the snake, and this my Bur­ 
man friend taught me before leaving. 
A hamadryad, or cobra, when first 
caught would sooner starve to death 
than eat anything. When used to cap­ 
tivity, however, 
it 
will feed well 
enough. 
Till then it must be fed by 
hand, and this is how* it is done. The 
Burman opened the basket and seized 
the Snake by the back of the neck 
with his left hand, 
the thumb and 
forefinger on each side of the head, 
the other fingers loosely round the 
throat. 
As he looked around for a 
bit of stick, 1 
handed him a pen­ 
holder, which he Inserted between the 
hamadryad’s teeth. 
Then I got him some raw beef, and 
he selected a piece looking just twice 
too big to go down. 
This he placed 
between the snake’s teeth and slipped 
the pen holder out. Then with the end 
of that instrument he gently pushed 
the beef till the snake gave a con­ 
vulsive swallow, when he rammed the 
meat dowm as far as the penholder 
would allow him. 
It then appeared 


as a lump in the throat a few inches 
below the fingers of his left hand. 
This he worked a foot or two down 
the body with the thumb of the other 
hand. 
He told me that 10 mouthfuls 
of this size were 
enough for one 
meal, and would last 
for a week. 
Small 
fish 
w’ere 
also good for a 
change, and the snake wanted w^ater 
every day. 
I next had a large, airy box made 
for my pet, with perforated zinc and a 
sheet of glass. 
Then came the re­ 
housing of the reptile. 
Without hav­ 
ing had any experience I was not go­ 
ing to seize him in the same nonchal­ 
ant way as my Burman friend. 
On 
the contrary, I took good care to have 
his head under a stick before catch­ 
ing hold of him. 
At first I began by 
gripping him very tightly, but I soon 
found it was not at all necessary un­ 
less he was wriggling. 
I have refer­ 
red to the performance of the Bur­ 
mese snake charmers as marvelous to 
the unitiated. 
By that I mean that when one has 
had a little experience 
of the ways 
of this snake the feat does not appear 
so wonderful. 
The 
first 
thing 
re­ 
quired in any dealing with venomous 
snakes is a certain amout of self-con­ 
fidence. If you want to seize a snake 
at a given moment, seize him; do not 
go as if to catch hold of him and then 
draw your hand away. 
When you 
have got him, hold him firmly, as 
close to the head as possible. Do not 
get alarmed and try to get rid of him 
quickly, but make sure that all his 
body is clear of you first. 
The secret of the charmer’s success 
is this—the 
hamadryad 
and cobra 
have only one method of attack, and 
that Is as I have described it. 
This 
they never vary. W hether lying coil­ 
ed up or otherwise, they have to erect 
a certain length of body before they 
are able to strike, then you know 
that the stroke is coming and ought 
to be able to avoid it. If you look at 
one of these serpents in its box it 
will rear up its head, expand its hood 
and remain motionless in this posi­ 
tion for hours. 
This snake cannot 
make a snap at one like a viper. 
The hamadryad has the reputation 
of being the only snake that will at­ 
tack mankind of its own initiative 
without being molested. 
There cer­ 
tainly have been many authentic In­ 
stances of such attacks, but I am in­ 
clined to think it is in only a few 
cases that the 
snake 
will do this.

“The only thing which will cut a 
diamond is another diamond, so one 
diamond, imbeflded in hard cement is 
used to cut the rough stone into a 
fairly symmerica! shape for polishing. 
The taide or top part of the diamond 
is cut, the sides of the diamond down 
to about two-sevenths of the depth 
are cut, and then for the remainder 
of (he stone it is tapered off to the 
small point 
called 
the culet. 
The 
culet is supposed to be directly in the 
center of the table, and by looking 
into a diamond it looks as though a 
little hole w’ere cut dow’n the middle. 
When the diamond has been cut 
into this rough shape it is about as 
black as charcoal. This is caused by 
the al>rasion from the diamond w’hich 
is used to cut it. 
Then it Is up to 
the polisher. 
His work is nearly al­ 
ways the same. Except in the rarest 
of cases he takes the stone and polish­ 
es on it fifty-six 
facets all told on 
every stone. 
“He uses a 
holder w’hich grasps 
and locks the diamond '«^cutely at 
any convenient 
angle and then he 
presents the exposed surface to a fast 
revolving wheel on which is diamond 
dust and oil. That is his entire w'oik 
—to put on in regular sequence the 
fifty-six facets and then to polish to 
a nicety these fifty-six sides and the 
table and culet. 
When he completes 
his job the diamond is ready for the 
market, impregnable to weather, to 
acid, to damage, except as it may be 
cut by another diamond. 
“The invention 
of 
the 
diamond 
holder with a lock clasp has done 
away with the melted lead as a Hold­ 
er except in the case of the very small­ 
est stones.”

Vsrtna Howell Davis, Widow of Con­ 
federate President. 
Probably the first woman in 
the 
hearts of the passing generation of 
the South is the wife of their beloved 
leader, the story of whose life has been 
so graphically told by Landon K night 
In his book, “The Real Jefferson Da­ 
vis,” says the Pilgrim . Varlna Howell 
Davis was born at Natchez, Miss., May 
7, 1826, educated privately and m ar­ 
ried in 1845. The sam e year Mr. Davis 
w as elected to Congress, but resigned 
eight m onths later to engage in the 
Mexican war. 
W hile recovering from 
severe wounds he received in battle 
they lived on th eir Mississippi planta­ 
tion and afterw ard went to W ashing­ 
ton during Mr. Davis’ two term s as 
Senator and Secretary of W ar. 
A fter 
his release from prison at the close of 
the w ar they lived a b ro a d 'fo r three 
years, then returned to M ississippi. 
Since her husband’s death Mrs. Davis 
has lived in New York city a greater 
p art of the tim e for health reasons.

through such vicissitudes and preserve 
the calm serenity which is so dozallla^ 
ing a trait of Mrs. Davis.

Aboilshed by Constitutional Conven­ 
tion Early In Century. 
Ohio is the only state in which the 
governor does not possess the power 
of veto, according to the Brooklyii 
Eagle. 
The story dates 
back 
nearly 
100 
! years to the tim e when A rthur SL 
Clair was the territorial governor of 
Ohio. In those days the fee for a mmr^ 
rlage license in Ohio was $2. and ac­ 
cording to the law such a fee went 
into the pockets of the governor. The 
general assem bly finally decided to 
repeal the statute, and not desiring to 
deprive the governor of this particular 
source of revenue, two bills were 
passed, one r^ e a lln g the law perm it­ 
ting the governor to annex the m ar­ 
riage license fee and the other increas­ 
ing his salary a proportionate amount. 
But the governor, with a keen eye for 
the main chance, signed the bill rais­ 
ing his salary and vetoed the bill de­ 
priving him of the m arriage f€ies. The 
general assem bly passed the vetoed 
bill over the governor’s protest, bnt 
Mr. St. Clair was sustained by the leg­ 
islative council. There was a general 
mlx-up for a while and later the con­ 
stitutional convention m et and abol­ 
ished the veto 
power. 
Fifty 
years 
later, in 1852, another constitutional 
convention was held, but all attem pts 
to Incorporate a veto power into the 
state constitution were defeated.

When a new mayor was 
elected, a year ago, the bank of Sal­ 
mon & Salmon was again elected city 
depository. 
Instead of requiring 
a 
new' bond, the new mayor, at the in­ 
stigation of T. M. Casey, manager of 
the bank, it is alleged, simply took 
the bond which had been given to the 
city 
four years before, wrote “ap­ 
proved’' across the face, and signed 
his name and the date of approval. 
The old bond bore the signatures of 
the Salmons, George M. and T. M. 
Casey, W. F. Carter, an employe of 
the bank, and WTlliam Adair. George 
M. Casey was dead, but the bond was 
approved nevertheless. 
When the Salmon bank failed some 
12000 of the city funds were on de­ 
posit therein, and the city sued the 
bondsmen to recover. 
Today, in the 
circuit court, William Adair and W. 
M. Carter contested the suit, claiming 
they had not authorized the renewal 
of the bond, and the court promptly 
sustained their demurrer. 
The 
re­ 
maining signers of the bond, it is 
said, can not be held for the amount, 
and the city of Clinton holds the bag. 
This is the first of a series of simi­ 
lar suits.

Traveler Telle How Firecrackers Are 
Made in China. 
“I noticed a lot of fireworks in an 
East W ater street window recently,” 
said a Minneapolis man to the Milwau­ 
kee News. 
“When I was in China I 
used to see them made. 
The fire­ 
cracker has been in use there a few 
thousand years. Few people outside of 
China know the method of manufac­ 
ture. 
The straw paper is first rolled 
by hand around an iron rod, which 
varies In size according to the size 
of the cracker to be made. 
To com­ 
plete the rolling a rude machine is 
used. 
This consists of two uprights 
supporting an axle, from which is 
suspended by two arms a heavy idece 
of wood slightly convex on the lower 
side. There Is Just room between this 
swinging block and the top of the 
table to place the cracker. 
As each 
layer of paper Is put on by hand the 
cracker is placed upon the table and 
the suspended weight is drawn over 
the roll, thus tightening it until no 
more can be passed under the weight. 
For the small ‘whip’ cracker the work­ 
man uses for compression instead of 
this machine a beavy piece of wood 
^.ted with a handle like that of a car­ 
penter’s plane. In filling crackers 2(HI 
or 300 are tied together In 
Red clay is spread over the end of 
each cracker with a punch. 
While 
the clay is being tamped in a little 
water is sprayed on it. which makes 
it pack closer. The powder is poured 
in the other end of the cracker. With 
the aid of an awl the edge of the pa­ 
per is turned in at the upper end of 
the cracker and the fuse is inserted 
through this. 
That is the way the 
Chinese make them. 
In China they 
can be purchased at a cost of sixty- 
two cents for 10,000, although the 
best quality commands twice that 
price.”
